SHOWS SLIGHT 
IMPROVEMENT 


Second Brain Operation Is 
Performed At Neuro- 
logical Institute

MONTREAL, Feb. 10—The con- 
dition of Lord Tweedsmuir, Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, im- 
proved slightly today after two 
brain operations to save his life. 


Although the 64-year-old Viceroy 
remained unconscious, his doctors 
announced: 

“The Governor-General passed a 
better night and is more active al- 
though he remains unconscious, His 
temperature this morning is 10! 
pulse 80—respiration 30, blood 
pressure, 90.” 

Lady Tweedsmuir and her son 
Lieut, Alistair Buchan, left Neuro- 
logical hospital, where they had 
spent the night, and went to the 
Governor-General's private railroad 
car 
TWO OPERATIONS 


Two emergency operations were 
performed yesterday, the first at 
Ottawa, and the second, requiring 
four hours, after a two and a half 
hour train ride here 

The hospital announced shortly 
after midnight that the operation 
to relieve a concussion and hemor- 
rhages suffered in a fall in his bath- 
room had produced a “slight but 
definite improvement” in the Gov- 
ernor-General’s condition, although 
it was still critical 

Unconscious after a morning oper- 
ation at Rideau Hall, the vice-regal 
residence at Ottawa, the Kings per- 
sonal representative in the greatest 
British Dominion was speeded, but

ORDER PLACED

British Government 
Awards $30,000,000 Con- 
tract For Aircraft 


OTTAWA, Feb, 10—The British 
government has placed a new or- 
der for military planes, valued at 
about $30,000,000 with Canadian 
Associated Aircraft, it was an- 
nounced today from the British 
High Commissioner's office here. 
The announcement confimed un- 
official reports earlier this week 
that additional orders would be 
given the six-company organization 
formed to manufacture planes for 

Britain. 

The six firms that make up Can- 
adian Associated Aircraft, with 
headquarters in Montreal, are Ot- 
tawa Car and Aircraft Limited, 
Canadian Car and Foundry Com- 
pany of Fort William, Fleet Air- 
craft of Fort Erie, Ont. National 
Steel Car Company of Toronto, De 
Havilland Company fo Toronto and 
Fairchild Company of Montreal. 

The type of aircraft to be manu- 
factured in this new order is be- 
lieved to be the powerful Hamp- 
den bomber and possibly later the 
companies will produce the four- 
motored Sterling bomber, said to 
be the most modern in the world,

This decision was ap- 
pealed and the Speaker's ruling was 
upheld by a vote of 31 to 10, Then 
the vote on the motion had the 
same result. 

J. H. Unwin, S.C., Edson, and his 
party’s whip, adjourned debate and 
continued at 10 a.m. Saturday.

The Bureau of Statistics reports the 
cost of living index for Canada in January 
stood at 85.3, a decrease of .2 from the 
figure for December, and just two points 
above that for January of last year. 

The cost of living index is a barometer 
by which, other causes being absent, the 
extent of profiteering can be judged. 
When prices are hoisted for the neces- 
saries of life, the index moves upward; 
though it may'move upward when prices 
rise without deliberate price-boosting. 

That the index is stationary, has even 
receded slightly from the December level, 
is assurance that war conditions are not 
being made an opportunity for gouging 
the consuming public. Thanks to preven- 
tive regulations and honest competitors, 
the would-be profiteer is finding this a 
“phoney” kind of a war. 


Another “Keynote” 


In his opening campaign speech at 
Brockville, Ontario, Dr. Manion did not 
succeed very well in showing that under 
his leadership the people of Canada would 
be more united than they now are, or as 
well united, in carrying on the national 
war effort. The evidence is lacking that 
he even tried to do so. 

On the contrary, the tone and text of 
the speech are more calculated to divide 
than to unite.

The Unknown Excites Suspicion 


Just why should Conservative news- 
papers and the party lieutenants at head- 
quarters have gone into a fury because 
Mr. King declared national unity to be the 
only basis on which Canada could make 
its maximum contribution to the defence 
of democratic rights in this and other 
countries ? 

It was agreed at the special session of 
parliament that Canada’s war effort 
should be made on a veluntary basis. Then 
surely, since men are to be free to en- 
list or not enlist, the course of wisdom is 
to secure the widest possible measure of 
agreement among all classes and sections 
of our people in support of this effort. 
Why should it be an offence in any quar- 
ter to openly proclaim national unity as 
an ideal, or to note with satisfaction that 
unity exists to a remarkable degree? 

The root cause of the trouble appar- 
ently is that Dr. Manion pulled down the 
Conservative flag and hoisted a banner of 
unknown significence proclaiming his in- 
tention, if elected, to set up what he call- 
ed a “national” government. That com- 
plicated matters. The phrase was unhap- 
pily chosen, for it has a past that gives it 
a sinister sound. It is associated in the 
public mind with conscription of men, 512 
per cent tax-free war bonds, and other 
historic anomalies. 

That some of Dr. Manion’s party 
friends should find themselves embar- 
rassed is understandable. But why 
blame Mr. King if they now feel it neces- 
sary to explain they do not favor con- 
scription? He didn’t say they did. It 
was Dr. Manion who let them in for that 
unpleasant job, if they really think ex- 
planations are necessary. 

No such assurances are required if 
the Conservative members of the last par- 
liament represented the views of the 
party.

He 
has just been traveling the native Western pas- 
tures of both of us and so have I—in a more 
limited journey. 

I don’t know Mr. Clapper’s method, but mine 
is to clip a lecture or speech to about twenty 
minutes and then invite leading questions from 
all kinds of audiences. I also try to talk privately 
to local bankers, editors, labor leaders and, 
above all, to working newspaper men. 

But it is my idea that questions in the rough, 
that all kinds of people ask in public, are far 
more revealing of their thoughts than snap an- 
swers to questions you ask prima donnas in 
private.

If that is right, I got a completely different 
reaction from round-shouldered Ray's. I would 
never cal] him that. He is just a well set-up, 
sturdy figure and one of the country’s ablest 
commentators. But I am trying out Time's short- 
eut reportorial formula. 

By far the largest number of questions asked 
me were on the presidential possibilities, Over- 
whelmingly, the opinions I received—whether 
from a Midwestern banker, a great publisher, a 
number of very intelligent farmers, several 
leading business men or the biggest labor con- 
vention in the world—was that everything was 
so dependent on the presidential outcome that 
nothing can be planned with confidence until 
more is known about that.

Speaking reportorially and (so far as the 
Lord will help me), without bias, the opinion 
seems to me to be general that, by some quirk 
smiling, charming, mellifluous Franklin Roose- 
velt will be nominated without himself raising 
a finger—and elected by a great majority— 
whether the speaker is for that or not.

We give work to 
two people outside, and one in the 
house, and we feel satisfied with 
our venture. 

PIG CULTURE 

“I gave a talk on ‘Pig Culture’ to 
a@ group of women the other day 
who were doing Red Cross knitting. 
And in the spring I expect to get 
day-old chicks and so will be able 
to give employment to one more 
person. There’s always a good mar- 
ket for well-dressed chickens. On, 
there are many things people can 
do, to help both themselves, other 
people, and our country, if they are 
willing to learn and willing to 
work. And now is the time to get 
going. Canada is booming now, 
with all this money being spent, 
and we must prepare for peace and 
the slump that follows war.

for all the Bomber's battles. here 
insisted was the “hardest, toughest” 
test Joe had ever had. 


TOOK ALL PUNCHES 


Yet, although Joe won cleanly and 
clearly, as the crowd of 15,657 roared 
to the bruising, mauling match, the | 
real hero of the affair was the South 
American, who took the ducky dy- 
namiter’s “Sunday punch” time after 
time and still came on, crowding 
Louis against the ropes and giving 
him trouble with long overhand 
lefts. 

In the final analysis, it appeared 
the gratest knockerouter since Jack 
Dempsey—and rated by many as the 
greatest of the big men for all time 
—was no longer the killer he was 
in ruining Max Schmeling and John 
Hery Lewis in less than a round, in 


ripping Tony Galento’s face apart 
last summer. and in chalking up a 
String of eight consecutive title 
knockouts in his record run of nine 
consecutive title defences, 

It's true that the bobbing, bounc- 
ing Arturo of the Andes probably is 
a more rock-chinned challenger than 
any Joe has had to face to date, but 
the fact remains that Louis was 10 
to 1 to flatten the South American 
long before the route had been run. 
And he not only failed to flatten him 
—but he didn't even come close to 


| putting his panties on the floor.
